15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein the first dose of EPO is 
deliveredjt about 24 hours after the ischemic event. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 15, wherein the second dose is delivered at 
about 24 hours after the first dose.

19. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein each dose of EPO is 
administered by comp r is e s a subcutaneous, intramuscular, intravenous, or intra-peritoneal 
injection of EPO. 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 14, wherein each EPO dosage 
delivered is selected from about §00 5000 IU/kg to about 10000 IU/kg. 
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21. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 20, wherein each EPO dosage 
delivered is selee t edr&em abo u t 2500 IU/k g to about 400 0 10000 IU/kg.

24. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 23, wherein at least one EPO dosage 
delivered is about 2400 5000 IU/k g to about 10000 IU/kg .
